THE ACCIDENT WAS FROM A PE- 
CULIAR CAUSE. 


Shoe Cement in the Cellar of Roberts, 
Johnson & Rand Sho> Company’s 
Establishment Suddenly 
Become Ablaze. 


(Four men were seriously—one perhaps 
fatally—burned by an explosion Monday 
afternoon in the basement of the Roberts, 
Johnson & Rand Shoe Co., at 1001-3 Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The men injured are: Elmer Conley, Joe 
Mulconsy, James A. Braid and St. Clair 
Biggerstaff. 

It is feared Biggerstaff will die. 

The explosion was from a peculiar cause. 
In the basement of the shoe house is kept 
quantities of shoe cement, which is highly 
inflammable. 

By some means a faucet had been left 
poured upon the floor. 

The four men were sent down to dleds it 
up and replace it. 

No person knows how the explosion oc- 
curred, but it is supposed from a carelessly 


lighted match. 


There was suddenly a loud explosion and 
the cement became all ablaze. 

The men screamed from pain and excite- 
ment and fought their way blindly through 
sheets of flame. 

Persons upstairs turned in a. still alarm. 
The fire was put out without much dam- 
ai. to property. 

Physicians responded to hurry calls and 
did what they could to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of the men. Biggerstaff was so 
burned about the face and body that 
opiates had to be given him. 

Finally all the men were sent to the City 
Hospital for further treatment.

Came Out of an Unconscious State

Mrs. Laura Curts of 384A Folsom avenué, 
the intellectual head of the spiritualist cult 
in the western country, Whose death has 
been hourly expected since Wednesday 
last, gradually came out of a comatose 
state and showed signs of great physical 
improvement Sunday afternoon while pray- 
ers were being said for her reoovery by the 
Spiritualists’ Association of St. Louis in’ 
meeting at Howard's Hall. 

Mrs. Curts has been confined to her bed 
for two weeks, or since an operation for 
the removal of an abnormal growth was 
performed, An ailment, akin to periton- 
itis developed after the operation and from 
Wednesday to Sunday afternoon her life 
was despaired of. She was irrational dur- 
ing that period and lapsed into a state of 
coma early Sunday. 

Her relatives feared that. she was be- 
ginning to pass away and her husband

telephoned to the Spiritualist Society, ask- 
ing that the spirit world be appealed to 
to save her. The sick woman and her 
relatives firmly believe her improvement 
was the answer to the prayers. 

Mrs, Curts’ sister, who had nursed her 
during “the iliness, described the transition 
from coma to consciousness to the Post- 
Dispatch Monday morning. 

“Sister's eves were open. 
not recognize any of us,” she said. “At. 
times she spoke in a rambling way. She 
did not understand what was said to her. 
Her eyes were dull and she seemed at the 


verge of dissolution. 

‘We were watching by her side. Grad- 
ually her eyes began to brighten, and her 
face took on something of color. She made 
an intelligible remark about something 
commonplace. She was answered and she 
entered into a conversation. 

*‘We were greatly surprised and pleased 
Sister improved steadily. She shortly re- 
covered complete use of her faculties; She 
told us she felt much better, and indeed 
she showed great improvement. She has 
continued to improve since the change in 
her condition yesterday, and we now have 
every hope for her ultimate recover 

“Sister received a message from the oth- 
er world after she rallied. The control 
who spoke through her said she would re- 
cover. He declared that it would have 
been a pity tor her to pass away at this’ 
time for, he said, her mission on earth has 
not been fulfil led.” 

The sister made other remarkable state- 
ments about the part played by the sick 
woman's “‘controls’’ in her treatment. Mrs. 
Curts was operated on by Dr. 
who uses only hot water in the treatment 
of patients, except where the diagnosis in- 
dicates an operation. 

The sister declared that Mrs.

“Prior to this illness, sister never had 
a physician of. any school in the house. 
She was. aiways guided by the prescrip- 
tions she received from the spirits.’’

ritorv. The cable along the east side of 
Africa is said to be broken down, but 
that may be an official fiction; or, if it is 
literally true, a message in Portuguese 
Government cipher may have .been sent 
around the Cape-of.Good Hope. 

Important war news from South Af- 
rica has been published in previous in- 
stances in European capitols before the 
British censors let it go to the public. It 
leaks out, presumably, through telegrams 
from consuls in South Africa to their gov- 
ernments, such dispatches being the only 
ones which are permitted to go over the 
censored wires in cipher.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 6.—Mayor Samuel 
Jones of Toledo, independent -candidate for 
Governor, is the most talked of man in 
Ohio to-day. He is a man without a party 
and feared by all.) He represents the re- 


volt against party bossism in Ohio and 
with the “Golden Rule’ as a platform has 
made a whirlwind canvases of the State. 
Senator Foraker said on Thursday night 
that Jones was sweeping the State like a, 
wiidfire and had already made a Repub- 
lican State doubtful. 

“Sam’’ Jones is a man of W, with iron- 
gray hair, combed on the side, tall, sinewy 
and of a nervous temperament. He has 
the We'sh blondness, bijue eyes and mus- 
cular frame. There is something almost 
boyish ir his enthusiasm. His eyes have 
the glitter of thé man who thinks long 
and much on one topic and who makes that 
topic his daily food. 

Jones is. buoyed up by his tenacious be- 
lief in his own theories and never grows 
weary. He jumps about the State ad- 
dressing a half dozen meetings in a day 
and gives little thought to sleep, eating or 
personal comfort. Yet there is nothing 
careless In his dress or person. He believes 
in cold baths and clean lItnen, good clothes, 
clean beds, plenty of sieep when he has 
time for it,

at the drop of the hat. 

Jones goes into shops to each man, and is 
never so huppy as when asked questions.

As a speaker, he does not depend 
on oratorical and elocutionary effects. He 
talks right at his hearers, never over their 


He is a great admirer of Emerson and 
carries a we'l-marked copy of this author's 
works all the time, just as a priest carries 
a prayer book.

essays is underscored on nearly every page 
with red and blue ink. 

Jones oftentimes reads from his Emer- 
son, taking a text, then explaining it to 
workingmen.

Col. Jacob Smith of, the Seventeenth In- 
Yantry, well remembered in St. Louis as 
Gieutenant-Colonel of the Twelfth Infan- 
Ary, which he commanded at Jefferson Bar- 
racks and during the trip to the Philippines, 
has again won honorable mention in his 
commander's official dispatches. 

Lieut.-Col. Smith gained his last promo- 

fon by gallantry under fire at Santiago de 
bebe and later in the battles around Ma- 
mila. 

The most signal victory that has come to 
the American arms since the inauguration 
of the fal! campaign was that at Maga- 
long Sunday afternoon. Col. Smith with 
two battalions of the Seventeenth Infantry, 
two guns of the First Artillery and a y 
of engineers moved from Angeles on Mag- 
along, fiercely attacking the enemy in the 
trenches and dislodging them.

PARENTS’ INJURIES SLIGHT. 


Aged Mr. and Mrs. Rohlfing Were 
Beaten by Their Daughter’s In- 
sanely Jealous Husband. 


George Barthel, aged 40 years, of 822 South 
Eighth street, a warehouse clerk for the 
Simmons Hardware Co., attempted to mur- 
der his wife, from whom he had been sep- 
arated four years, and committed suicide 
Sunday afternoon at the home of his wife's 
parents, 1217 South Pighth street. 

Rarthel beat his wife’s aged parents into 
insensibility to clear the way for the mur- 
der he set out to do. Barthel alone died. 
Hie three victims will recover. And the 
cause of it all was jealousy. 

Barthel's wife, while refusing to live with 
him, visited him regularly until one week 
azo. when they quarreled. She began pro- 
ceedings for a divorce. He believed that

another man had suplanted him. He pre- 
fesred death to life witout her and he 

tuld not quit the world leaving her for 
another, so he determined to kill her and 
himeelf. 

The wife is a stole. She is not disturbed 
at her husband’s death and, knowing that 
she and her parents will recover, she phil- 
osophilcally says the tragedy was for the 
best. 

Barthel evidently made up his mind to 

kill his wife and commit suicide after ma- 
ture deliberation. He was calm up to the 
very beginning of the tragedy. Frenzy 
took possession of him then and he was 
witling to take more lives to carry out his 
purpose. 
He took two new revolvers and a box of 
cartridges out of stock at Simmon’s store 
Saturday. He passed che night Saturday 
and the greater part of Sunday with the 
purpose of murder and suicide in his mind. 
Late in the afternoon he dressed him- 
self in his best suit of clothes and put on 
a clean, white necktie. At 4 o'clock he left 
his room. The woman who keeps the house 
where he roomed remarked that he looked 
like a minister going to a funeral. Barthel 
laughingly replied that he might be going 
to a funeral, 

He went to the house of his wife's par- 
ents, Mrs. and Mr. John Rohlfing. Rohl- 
fling is 74 years old. His wife is a few 
years his junior. Mrs. Barthel is 38 years 
old. The three were in the kitchen. Mrs. 
Barthel was darning stockings. Mrs. Bar- 
thel, who is at the City Hospital, related 
the story of what happened when her hus- 
band arrived, to the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day morning: 

“He knocked at the door and my mother, 
fearing him, refused to let him in when she 
had ghee opened the door. My hus- 
band pushed the door open and dashed 
into the room like a wild steer. He had 
a pistol in each hand. He shouted some- 
thing; whet he said I don’t know. We all 
jumped to our feet and ran towards him. 
He shot at me and missed me We were 
all beside him then. He was in the mid- 
dle of the floor. He struck at all of us. He 
hit me across the nose with one pistol. 
He struck my father and the old man fell 
to the floor. My mother reached the door. 
He struck mother just as we ran past him, 
She staggered out through the door. I was 
just behind her. Mother ran towards the 
front gate. My husband was behind me. 
I followed mother a few steps. I thought 
ehe could not run fast enough to get away 
and I would be caught if 1 stayed behind 
her. I turned and ran across the yard to- 
wards a side gate. My husband shot again. 
I saw my mother fall at the front gate 
and thought she was shot. I heard an- 
other shot and felt the bullet strike me 
in the head. I did not fall. My hugband 
was beside me. 

“ “Now I've got you,’ he gaid, and fired 
again. The bullet struck me and I fell. He 
stood over me, still with a pisto] in each 
hand. He put one to his head and said, 
“Here goes nobody.’ He fired and fell acroes 
me. hat is the last thing I remember, 
until | came to at the hospital.” 

Mrs, Barthel did not know that her hus- 
band was dead. She said she hoped she 
would not be buried with him if 
should both die. She was told that 
husband was dead and that she and 
parents would ree@over. She exhibited eat- 
isfaction at this information, and said the 
shooting was all for the best. She de- 
cjared that her husband had frequently 
threatened that he would kill her if she 
should ever desert him entirely. Three

The stock of the M. Bond Tailoring Co.

Kate Uart and her “Oh-oo Chawley” 
voice are funnier than one would think.
